PREFACE 


tt give* me great pleasure to preface this book, by Dr. Krishna 
Sastry. In the first place, the book is welcome because wc hardly have 
any work worth the name in the country on regional archaeology. Secon¬ 
dly, the work is penned by no less person than one who has been at the 
helm of archaeological mutters in Andhra Pradesh, and who has been 
Wry active tnth c field What *; iuive, therefore, is an author dative 
work by a liekl archaeologist, who has a first-hand knowledge of the 
evidence. The book is tlwieforc doubly welcome. 

European countries ha ve had a long tradition of regional archaeo¬ 
logy, The late Sir Mortimer Wheeler had long back underlined 
the need to introduce regional approach in Indian archaeology and 
be had then referred in tits excellent work done in Britain. Bui Ms 
advice probably fell on deal' cars and nothing was done here. Of IWO, 
however, a couple of works in regional art and archaeology have been 

published, but they deal norc with an than with archaeology, I he 
regional archaeology thus, for the first time, receiving due attention, 
and that too jn Andhra Pradesh, a suite which is one of lhe richest so 
far as the archaeological potential is considered, bet me, therefore, 
congratulate Dr. Krishna Sastry for producing ihis work on the 
archaeology of Andhra Pradesh, more particularly of the Karimnagar 
region which is located on the north, on the borders of Maharashtra, 

Although most of the states in the country have their own 
departments of archaeology, only a few are carrying oat field research. 
In tltis respect, Andhra Pradesh, which comprises mostly the erstwhile 
state of Hyderabad, has a long imditioo on archaeological research 
pioneered by the late Dr. Chulam Ya/dutii. And it is heartening to 
see Ilia! i be same tradition is now being maintained by Dr, Krishna 
Sastry. who has carried out intensive explorations and bn* also 
conducted some interesting excavations in the state. 

In this book Dr, Krishna Sastry. after discussing the natural 
setting and the pul neolithic cultures, describes the life style of the 
fir-U farmers of Andhra Pradesh, The region is singularly rich in 
neolithic habitation sites of which there are two groups riz., the hill 
sues and the surface sites. The first settlers located their habitations 
on the top of the granitoid hills, Besides these, there is the problem 
of the Ash Mounds which also belong to the neolithic period. The 
discovery of a neolithic pottery kiln at Pojakonda is the only one 


or it% kind and similarly the existence of iron-sitteltiQg Carmen, at 
TdUmiu i» very significant, What h mon, even rock paintings of the 
Megalith builders have been discovered. 

Almost the entire state of Andhra Pradesh wu* doited with 
earl; historical settle men is some of which, on the basis of the total hnbi- 
tattoinsI area, can be identified nv urban centres. More important 
among these are Dhulikatut mid Koltlingulu which were fortified, thus 
testifying to the evidence or classical writers. In the Karinmagnr and 
Wtuangal districts, the author tells us., every other village has an early 
historical site. This hahiiaUonul growth can be attributed lt> the 
enormous incre as e In agnail! dm I produce a I tick was made posable 
b> the ushering in of a full-fledged iron technology without which 
(lie effective cultivation of the hard compact black-cotton soil could 
run Iia\p been possible. The economic prosperity, coupled with 
political place, a gill of the rulers of tint Saiavahumt dynasty, gave 
a fill ip lo commerce a* well. Very soon, in the opening centuries of 
the Christian era, the Deccan enjoyed a nourishing trade with the 
Roman empire which was favourable to us and, as a result, the 
Roman gold began to flow into the Deccan. This contact with the 
classical world is very well documented in the archaeological record 
in the form of artifacts of Roman origin such as gold coins, Roman 
lamps, and the portray,)] of foreigners in the Sumcahana and the 
tkshvaku art. The prosperity brought in by this trade is reflected in 
riic rich life style of the people during i tie early historic period. It is 
tht* aristocratic life which in depicted in the relief* of Amur aval; 
and Nagaqunakanda. fhe Andfaas were then vying with each 
other in becoming the true tttrgftrait ns of Vatsyayana. 

Thus we have a significant COn iribmioir on regional archaeol ogy, 
which is yet a desideratum in the country Dr. Krishna Sasiry hsis 
given us, in great detail, the results of his work and that ton quite prom¬ 
ptly. He has fortunately not been lured into drawing far reaching 
conclusions and it is left to the mauler to form his own opinion. It is 
hoped dial this w ork will set in motion the process of producing works 
m regional archaeology, for although archaeological activity is rampant 
in the country, prompt publication js rare.

Tlu^ book embodies die labour* of ihc author for probing into line 
various sodo-culUirai aspects of Midhra Pradesh from the i mC , 0 I 
lhe early fuming to dim unities down to the end of ihc Saiavahana 
epoch, While primarily denting with i he pr.no and early history of 
Atnjliii! Pradesh, iin Attempt lias betii unde to provide some glimpses 
of ihe prehistoric background without which, it is felt, the story of the 
progw- of man will he incompkic. Arehacolugkally the Stale of 
Andhra Pradesh, til) recently, was u u-rra Ittcn/fnitu until a beginning 
wns made during Lhe last century by Col. Mackenzie who discovered 
scvmf ash-mouniis in ihc north fCsunttiik*. Siltaeq trendy, in W2 
Captain Meadows Taylor picked up the first Neolithic stone aw of the 
earliest fcrmmg community near ftafelnir. Robert ttraie Foote had 
thrown a flood of light over the Mesolithic, Neolithic and MegafiLhk 
culture* ui fin nth India. I eonard Mann started in. investigation in 1025. 
Tlic work was continued b> tlularn Vnzdttoi the former Director of the 
Department of Archaeology* Wakefield and several others. 

The prehistory is know n only through the tool kit of the earliest 
num. We know nothing about his daily life, housing pattern and so many 
other things. In India, a very large collection of prehistoric toots me 
found only on the surface. No other associated finds hnvc so fur 
been recorded. Accordingly some highlights of tic work done in Ikld 
of prehistory by himself and others have been described. 

In tiic case of ihe early fanning comtmmhies, the author mainly 
concentrated upon hi* own estivation at Pulaknndnin Wunngjd District, 
besides presen ling a picture of the surface finds from various other 
places collected by himself and Olivers. Computilfrely, the problem of 
Megalithn; cuhure is a little mare dear flic author mainly dwelt upon 
the results of his excavations at Kadjuitbapur and many oilier places 
besides a large number of explored sites.

Ihc Mce.ifithic fleriod of South India represents a distinctive 
culture which succeeded the primitive Ne«djihii.%Chalcolithic culture, 
nip,, riant disb net taps are noticed between the two cultures. Ihc former 
wmg mainly U* work of the proto-Australoids. while ihc biter of ibc 
ras. tycephalic groups or people. There was a sudden jump from ihe

Whether ft was a sudden cultural conquest or a slow evolution, live 
distinction is dearly pe*ceptibTe.

The location of the Mcgpldhs could be traced in th?,areas of certain 
geological and climatic conditions. The burial- 4fc Invariably noticed 
over rocky higft-groiUkK unfit for cultivation and in close proximity of 
hillocks or a source-like irrigation lank. The needs of cultivation might 
not alone liavc dictated the situation T the burials, hut the availability 
of raw material at hand f ling ttwh elaborate momintoms might 
he the O' 1 ’".' inspiration. The Megnliihic burials at a few places, 
noticed in close proximity of the Irrigation tanks or perennial rivers and 
arable lands may not lend u« to presume that they were agriculturists. 
Nowhere in the vicinity of the burial-, or the irrigation tank*, their 
habitations were noticed. They lived far away from the burials but earned 
iheir dead to n place where plenty of stmuc was available. There is no 
cv [denes to -,h.™ that they have cultivated the liable plains in Hie vicinity 
of their hurrah Beside* the rav. materials Tor the tombs, the availability 
of iron ore and other geological factors might have had a definite hearing 
on the location of their colonies. 

f-n many cases no habitation was found near the burial silt. The 
burials .si Kaflukub near Stllttmobad were situated over plains of red 
sandy #.

Intensive 
explorations revealed carl) historical mound- almost at every alternate 
village, Fvrdsntly the region, comprising thcdfcltich. of Ktaimapir, 
Wor-angaJ, Niratnabad and Medak, wa. thickly inhabited during the 
S&tavnhami period and it may he possible in near fin me to it ace nut 
its political nucleus.

Water Supply : 

The fundairum!aJ necessity Tor u town or village was a good 
namral supply of water and hence the rivers, bfccs. ponds, end tanks 
were indispensable prerequisites The most potent factor giving rise 
to the towns in aru-reni India wm the presence of water in nbimduiee 
Consequently ail - he important towns and cities row enher on the bank 
of a river or nullah.

The stupa consisted of a brick drum of 1 m. height over single 
layer of rubble basement The attda or t he dome rises ov er t lie garbha to 
a height of 5 in. and crow ned hy a harmiku and dtiilrn The chatra. curved 
in iime sumf. was recovered in fragments in the course of excavation

Puiier> farmed one of the most essential necessities of the daily life 
of the common people. Mcluls always beingscarce and costly, pottery 
nscupied a '-cry Important place m the Nfe of ihr people.

The entire range of pottery, recovered from the early historical 
site, is imhily wheel-made: the fabric ranges from hue to coarse.

PciidiLbankur excavation exposed 
as many as 22 wells; most or them s tee ned with wedge shaped bricks. 
There is only one well stecned with teiracotta rings* Even these 
wells dried up in the course of years and later used as refuse pits into 
which garbage, suck us animal hones, broken potsherds, charcoal and 
ash, etc., was thrown in. In one of the wd|>«i Peddabankiv a complete

Industries : 


Unlike the present day. industries were pot monopolised by a 
few individual* during me early historical period. There is no 
evidence or the expense of either big industries or big business. 

c settlements were concentrated at the places where raw material 
was abundantly available, But industries were of cottage type. 
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They were scattered from village to village and every village or 
town was self-sufffeitnk Iran ore was eollecEed and brought 
to the towns nr v Huge* where it was smelted and forged. The 
smelting furnaces consisted of simple (erntcoU* or brick fcilru L%*n 
in some caws it consisted of a heap of irow-dung. covered with green 
leaves* cactuv etc The cruel b Sc m which steel w^s produced k nnlv ID cm. 
in diameter The occurrence of targe quantities of iron sing, at 
almost all the settlements is a proof that iron-smelling was practiced 
as a home industry, bon oic was found at Warang&l, Konasamu- 
dram in Nizamabid disinct, DindurthE iagtiah etc. The entire hill 
range from TdUkunt* in DongithurtJil, about 5 km. from Dhulifcaita, 
h full of iron ire Ancient iron-working spots were noticed over a 
scries of hills nc.v Tdkiklinla. The iron ore was collected from ihc 
place. and ttirnfd smn Fine siccl known a& 'waifr at die famous steel 
producing centres like Konammudram, etc., which attracted traders not 
only from different parts of India but also from abroad. The words 
mud - of fine Indian steel have been very famous since the time of Ctcsiss 
and ihc Roman trade -n the Indian iron and steel was a very import 
Uni one. li appza-w the Indian* sent their steel in their own ships,

Nest (r> iron, copper was an impartial metal required for coinage* 
ornaments, eit In fact* most of early linage was in copper. 
According to Pen phis copper wus exported from Harygata to Oman 
and the Persian Gulf Pliny too mentions that copper, iron and 
red Icud Were shipped from India to ihc Persian gulf and the ports pf 
Red Sea for marketing* Cosmos attested that copper was found at 
Kalyan and even Pioferny speaks of numerous copjier mines In India. 
However, the evidence of cither >melring or forging of the metal is not 
clear The entire coinage and many of the ornaments were made 
of copper. 

Jt n certain that lead was -i rare metal which must have been 
imported From the Roman Empire through the western ports of India. 
It appears that lead was imposed in the form of strips a* attested by 
a Large number of coiled strips at Pcddabankur. Lead was also used 
for making thin foils for the manufacture of minors. There arc also 
some a [mu Lien is. such as bangles, beads. ctc HI besides coins.

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FOOD HABITS 


Agriculture* limiting tuul doDicstic^tion of animats were iht main 
basil of subsistence. Agriculture wx, attested in by the representation 
of plough on terraemm seats mri ihc other object* found m lhe excava 
Imm, such a* plough-share., skltlcs, etc. It" jdf-pnstrvalion wax ilie 
main pre-oct npm.nn during I he proto-historic period, agriculture wn* 
the main criterion of the .etilcmcm pattern during tine early historical 
period While Hie town* were inhabited by the commercial classes. the 
village-, were mainly occupied by the agrieuJturios and artisan*, At 
already stated, moil of the settlement* are found in the midst of hlacV 
cotton arable plains (t appears irrigation was mostly dependent upon 
tanks. The already existing tanks must have been renovated while many 
new tanks were constructed. There mtist have been both wet and dry 
cultivations Wet lands tn the low-lying urcjs must have yielded rice 
while the dry yielded mainly rogi, jo war etc. 

Tin him)mg of wild animals and the killing of domesticated 
specie* supplemented their food requirements. The domesticated animals 
included cattle, buffalo, sheep, goal, horse, dog T swine, etc Rodent* 
were also captured for fond. The hones of lhe domesticates! animal* 
bear chopping marks caused by a >hnrp heavy object Sometimes the 
curs round on the hours ate superficial which were intended to dislodge 
or peel off the adhering fleih. The rough edges of the cuts indicate ihai 
ihev were made by a heavy sharp stone-like implement. The food 
habits of the Pedtlabankur*dwellers tire amply demonstrated by u 
large collection of hones from lhe excavation*. The os-tenlogical study 
revealed that the cattle flesh mainly formed part of their diet. Sometime* 
the bones appear to be charred. 

The excavations revealed an enure skeleton of a cow. From the 
position in which the bones were lying, it wa* inferred by Alur that all 
of ihem pertain to the same animal, which may be of 2 to years old.

The Nanegluit^ fogexfotran records a number Of sacrifices by Gail taint- 
pUlra Jiatahrm His gifi> of tows, elephants and money as dakshim 
(o the Brahmins prove the great Hold the Yedic ritnais bad on their 
oourls ami entourage The mention of various deities. J’ 7 ssttch as 
D hwmmit . [da (Itidra), Sankara buna, Vmlm. Chandra and the four 
Lokupala* viz Varna, Varuna, Kuhcra and Vwava (tpdrw) show that the 
Deecan was passing through a transitional stage from the Vcdie to 
Tuninit pantheon. It is interesting to note that rhe numc of RrnJra or 
Siva is conspicuously absent. The invocation to Dhamitm fn precedence 
to Ida. Sankarshtum. etc is a clear evidence or Buddhist leanings and 
the equation of the same with the Biahnwiieal faith. Saivism was still 
a sect taking shape. By the time of Oatha Saptl»sttti.«* Pusupmhi, 
Gyun Rtulra and Pnrvmln, Lakitimi and N.uayana have armed on the 
scene ami preceded ill others 

BudriliKin ; 

The stupas at Dhulikatta, Phamgin, Gajulabanda and Thirmalsgirj 
may help UJ in reconstruct the history of Buddhism in Kwimntigar 
region from circa 4-Jrd century tt.c, Ardhni Dm became a strong 
hold of Buddhism; probably it embraced Buddhism long before the trme 
of Asoku. For the same reason. Andhra ms not mentioned among 
the countries to which monks were sent bv Tim, after the Third 
Council.»’ 

The objects worship of The Buddhists are the stupas, situated 
4t ihe above places rhestopaot DhuJikamt. consisted of a solid drum of 
bricks and capped by an amia, which was raised with alternating courses 
of bricks and morrum. imparting a JuHunphflricaJ ahape at the top. 
1‘here is a rectangular brick cell at the top. which must have served as □ 
(mmikt! and in which is installed, in the recent years, an incised figure 
of Scshasayi, The local people have completely lost the memory of the 
existence of n Buddhist stupa, which in the course of lime, became 
popular as- the Rungonayaka tempte. Some fragment* of limestone 
carvings, littered around the place, gave us an i ndication of the possible 
existence of the stupa and the txetvaiion conducted, later at the spot, 
confirmed our conjecture. Fhc ilutlta which must have crowned the 
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harmika noticed m fragments A relic casket <-! .andvtonc. 
inscribed in Ur ah mi characters over the rim, was recovered, but due 
to the weathering of the stone. the inscribed label is quite illegible. 
Unfortunntety the contents of the casket were already ransacked long 
before our excavation 

The stupa lias seen two phases: in the earlier phase tlic drum was 
a massive brick structure, enclosed by a .square platform which served 
both as a buttress and a pradakdiinapatho, In the second phase, 
another drum was raised around the original one with a cun of 12 m 
and tilled in with brickbats and monm The second phase saw the 
enlargement of the drum, construe lion of the ciyoka platforms uid 
decoration of the surldce of the drum, with carved slabs of limestone. 
The themts in the carvings over the slabs included reliefs of stupas, 
Muchilinda N&ga worship of Dimtmchakru, Mahisbinisitkrantma. etc. 
Sometimes the Mu pa is shown entwined by various nagas. below which 
its the worship of Dharmathetkra. The chakra has a prominent 
hub in the middle. It stands over a high pedestal and is Hanked by 
the devotees, one of whom holding his hands in tutjall. At another place, 
the Dlutnw&cftakra is shown with 24 spokes, radiating from a central 
hub to a broad tyre The wheel is held in position at the base with a 
rounded top and Ranked by two lions. The base portion of some pilaster* 
have Irving* of horses, the shaft with arjha-pwtma and patimns, the 
capital with lions seated in opposite directions.

According to 
Scnari^V the use of gdtipaii (utahapatn m Navik Cave No. 6 "favours 
the opinion that goftupnu is in ihi- Buddhist language specially restricted 
to people or various castes who are included in the {urge class of Vaty*i" 
In the Sapta Saiakam we have references to the philandering of the 
gahuptiti With A girl of the haiika sect 11 * In the Atnaravati inscriptions 
many a gahapatt and merchant is mentioned; yet wc have only one 
instance of the father of a vatiiya bearing the title galrepati, iv > 

Gahapan wu sometimes known as ihe chief ol vratyas and also 
that of the irtvya* in ihe Brahmanas. The outfit of the gtthapati 111 is 
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dc^i nbeU Ets‘si Surbin/ a goad t a jyafmod, a vipat/ut covered with 
goads. a hUcfc gardeni, two skins, black and while, a silver rtlfAfca 
(necklace). Jytfimtiti may mean a bow, vlpatha. a ratfm driven by two 
onimitb* horses or mules. Ni$hka may be a gold or silver necklace 
of coins. Banerjee suggested lIiai it wa obvious that the gdiapati with 
Mich an oultil was like a warrior chid’, apart from his oilier duties he 
had lo participate m and supervise over ritual performance* In this 
man her lie may be compared with the Brahmin pirttiAffa* 







GAMES AND AMUSEMENTS 


The people Tclnstd themselves from the drudgery of rout me 
by indulging fhemselvn in various sports iimJ pastimes, which 
included indoor Jind outdoor games and other recreations. 

Games of dice i 

The game of dice was 4 very ancient pastime. Front the raj I test 
known prehistoric times, ft is known as tskshudyuta, As the dice are 
marked with circles ami pclkla in (he shape of an eye. it is likely the 
game assumed the above name. It may be similar to the present day 
dumpuru Ji wn* participated by both women and men. The game 
board (JytOapkalaka) is represented in many sculptures of the early 
historical periods, such as Bharhuf, Bodhgnya, Nilgai) unakouda, etc. 

from Pcddabanktir ivc have two varieties of dice: one is an 
oblong prism Jiul the other is a square cubical Majority of the dice 
arc oh lone Etch consists of four edges marked with circles with a 
middle Jol The dice are made of bone and horn. 

Theother favourite pastime was hunting which is mentioned as 
1 jhithayoRQ by P;!nini J> tl is also known ns akhetaka OT mrgaya. The 
weapons employed for hunting mainly consisted of bow and arrow, 
Sometimes hunting dogs Uhva-kadru) accompanied the party for 
1 righlening away the iimmals out of their hideouts IM&ayttga may 
poss'bly mean hunting as an occupation and mrgaya is « sport. The 
various merits and demerits of hunting have been discussed by 
KautifyaJ” Hie animals chased included deer. hare, boar*” bison, 
fowl, tortoise. - 5 etc, We find in the Bhmhnt sculptures a set of 
boats being atlscked by with a short spear and two hounds pouncing' 1 * 

upon it. Hunting with long spears was common from the proto* 
historic period. 

Teaming of Hirsh : 

Jo the terracotta figurine*, we find many figurines of birds such 
as sparrow, kaktfa tIndian cuckoo), cock, parrot, etc. which were domes- 
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licnfed in iht early pc:;f>d>> convey message'- between lovers. In one 
Af the frgurxncy of Mother Goddess, made of kaolin, a parrot is on the 
right arm of the Goddess, In a panel of a ratling pillar 1 >T at Mathura, a 
woman ts seen with a parrot. In the words of Agra wain, "the pillar 
show, a female Ifgutc, dam;mg: in one of her love ecstasies. after -he lu. 
received the message of love conveyed lo her by a parrot which is the 
vehicle of the God nt Love" The bird is perched on her girdle and 
nibbles at the binding knot, Peacock was also possibly domesticated 
as represented in an amulet plaque front Dhulikatta. 

Animat fight) . 

Animat lights were popular fruni a very ancient period These 
included fight.' of ram, cock, bull, etc. The figures of ram arc of very 
common occurrence iti terracotta Vatsyayaim”* memiorts thcquoiMight 
tpuri ridge), cock-light, and ram-fight, the calk of parrots and mamas and 
tlraitisire performances as pretexts* 1 * to bring a client (o the residence 
of n courtesan. Jt appears that buffalo and elephant fights were also 
common. 

Games of Women ; 

Tftc games for women are mostly of Indoor variety which included 
the came with the ball [kamiufca krida). This game very popular 
mainly intended for physical ererdse 1 * 0 . The girts who liked the game 
plityed it so much fill they were completely exhausted and their palms 
became red and swollen 1 *'. It is not clear as to the material with which 
the balls were made of. It is possible that balls of wood, wool or flowers 
might have been made uve of. In the Karimragar region the practice of 
playing with halls of leave* of various species i* in vogue. The girls 
collect leave* and make [hem into bails and secure the ball by tying with 
strings. The other method is to fill-up a small sack of doth with seeds 
of tamarind ( Tarttarindus tiufica) and Custard apple {Anami reticulata) 
and then clow its mouth tightly. The other type is a dried fruit oT 
kapithii' or wood apple {Feronto etvphantum) or bilra {bet or Aegk 
rnarmrfot ) ami custard apple 1 .1 notta squamosa), The girls used to

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BURIAL PRACTICES 


Wg do not bw any e% idcnce regarding tile burial practices of die 
people during the early historical period. The excavations at I'ci!da- 
ban kui and Dhutikaiia have not yielded any human remains in and 
around the 'ULcs. There are two possibilities, re. they might have 
earned their dead bodies io far off place> Tor disposal at a common 
burial-ground or have cremated ilic dead ->o that even a semblance of the 
!imn;in remains could not be left. Even the charred bona from the 
pyre were collected to be immersed in the waters of the rivers especially 
at. the places of confluence- 

Same Megnhthic burials consisted of pust-cremalion charred bones, 
besides post-escar nrued remains. The burials consisting of post crema¬ 
tion remains are considered to be later than the excarnttied ones. In 
these we notice a transit ion from excnrnation to cremation. After 'he 
Aryunisaiiaa i was succeeded by ih; only practice of cremation and 
immersion of the ashes in the rivers This iv the nature oT the evidence 
from some of the excavated sites, where the Mcgalitlnc and later culture* 
are noticed -.cquenlially. The characteristic black and red ware pottery 
and other antiipjarran remains have continued to occur even during l bc 
late historical levels, without much variation. The black and red ware 
pottery occurs even in the Ikshv&ku levels, dated to 3-4ih century A.t)- 
There is no perceptible gap anywhere In the cultural evolution, but th* 
same may noi be the case with burial practices There is no evidence* 
whatsoever, iliai ihc Megalith ism lingered on along with the occurrence 
of black and red ware. 

An extensive cremation ground of the Dcshavaku period at 
Nagarjunakonda b a convincing proof that (he people had forgotten 
Megalittmm lung bock. Even some chas'asthnmhhas ru memorial pillars 
eulogising the menlsof the dead, were creeled at the cremation ground. 
Here we see the end of Megalithisn) and the beginning of the cult of hero- 
stones, Some of ihe hero-stones were carved with the figures of the dead, 
such as Siriehantamufj. the Lfcshvaku king, with on epitaph containing 
a long account of the great deeds of the dead. Megalithism musi have 
continued, not among die general publicorrliat age; it retreated to the hilly 
regions or forms where indeed the primitive rites still continued 
among some tribal people The present day practice in vogue mtht 
Karminagar region is to collect post-cremation bones representing different 
limbs of the dead from the funeral pyre, and then keep them in a pot to 
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be buned elsewhere A f^maJI memorial structure is then raised over the 
burial. The spot where the urn is deputed h known as C/uirimm-

RESUME 


We have now completed a detailed studs of th; variou* cultural 
phases in the Kariimiagar region uptlll the end of the Saiavahara pc nod. 
Wc may now hive a brief recollection of the same. Wo have .already 
seen thru ihe region* studded with a good number of prehistoric sues. 
Some of the sites,in the adjoining region base atso been discussed For a 
comparative study. The early stone age site, csplnrcd by the author at 
Aniarabad in Mahhnibaiicdf district. is situated tUlhe foot-hills of n range 
of hills to the north-wed of the village Die section cutting across Lite 
biink of .i nullah know n as K.uvjs.sgu consists of (ho basil weathered 
granite rock, upon which * - tleposii of shingle associated with the 
Acheulian hand-suics sCleawfS, chop pm ntd flukes The shingle dcpmil 
is overlain by well cemented weathered laterne, which is granular 
in composition This i. again covered by red alluvium deposit to a 
ihtdinew- of forty to sixly ten li met res 

Typobgreally, the tools belong to the early and late AcUculian 
stages. The collection included excellent specimens of hand-axes, 
Cleavers, chopping loots, veraperx. points and Ibices, cur. The denser 
constituted more Ihtut 50 per sent of the total collection but the hand-axes 
arc only (K percent. Small axes or hi convex point* and scrapers accoun¬ 
ted fot three per cent and the rest are flakes or worked flakes,

the excavation at Polakonda gave us an idea of the Neolithic pottery in 
ihss region. Jt generally consisted of crude and coarse hamTmadc wires, 
along with a few burnished types, The pottery in general was well-burnt 
to grey, dulbbrown m black colon/ At PokkOttdo we have the evidence 
of a kiln in which the Neolithic pottery was baked The kiln consisted 
OF thick wall* of clay in which ike ptits were kept and burnt by the 
application of indirect heat.

A roof was made or a roughly 
rectangular nr circular granite slab with 4 lhrekncM, of 15 Jo 20 cm The 
height or the wall between the iTottr, which is the natural bed rock and 
the roof slab never exceeded one mart;. 

A( Mmlumala. 4 Urge number of stone circles and stone alignments 
were reported These consisted of stone blocks, about 4 to -l 5 ni. in 
height. There are 7 Such rows covering an appro ni mate area of 75 ift, 
On the south-west of the village there ore some rock hruvings fnciwd 
over huge boulder 

A few cist burial * were excavated at AgirtpaUi m the Krishna district, 
under the supervision of the author. Some or the cists consisted of 
caEct tied hones and a few miniature pots of black and red ware. One cist 
burial was found ai the floor level of aunt hoi cist which contained *1 skulls 
and other bones, such as femur, tibia, etc Slightly away from the cist, 
a few sarcophagi were iho exposed It is interesting to not tee various 
burial practices such as stone cist, terracotta sarcophagus and burial 
urm at the same place. It is also noticed that both the cremation and 
ex carnal ion were practised, hat stratigraphic-ally, the excaroation was 
earlier. 

In the Karimriagar region, a few Megalithic burial, have been 
excavated di Janatnpei, Doitgai.tgu. Pnlidieiiidterugaiidi. etc. In the 
recent }ears. the Department of Archaeology, under the supervision of 
the author conducted excavan 1 ms at an extensive burial site, situated near 
a hamlet known as Kudanibapur in the Fcddapalli taluk of Koriirinagar 
district. Five burials have been exposed here, four of them being pit- 
circles and one a port-hole cist In one of the burials, ,1 skeleton with 
complete articulation was noticed in the middle of the pi:, On both the 
flanks of the skull, there were two spiralled wire ear-rings A 2k cm. 
dagger was found near the collar bone, interestingly enough, the legs 
were found amputated at the ankle;. Tile truncated parts were placed 
over two stone;. Two coach shells with their bottoms cut nut and placed 
near the hands indicate that tlw> were used os bangles. 

The Mugalithic burials yielded a large variety of antiquities such 
as pottery, iron objects, ornaments like beads of terrai'ntia. semi¬ 
precious stones, gold, copper etc. Some grains of paddy and oilier 
cereals were also found. The most important among Cite burial offerings 
is the pottery, which consisted mainly or the black and red, the block 
polluted. red polished and COiirsc red wares. The Megalith ie pottery 
types have been classified into (wo groups, vie. the coarse and unpolished 
receptacles (ike the burial urns* the sarcophagi, etc. and the well- fired 
often slipped and finely polished smalki vessels.

The copper objects included ferrules or casings for weapons I'ke 
dugsers. etc . hells and cops There are also a few copper bowls, ntOV* 
collyrium rods, bangles and ring*. 

Gold objecti from the MsgaHthic burials included spiralled ear- 
ri ™, cylindrical beads, disc beads, etc A large var.cly of beads was 
noticed from the burial* and the habitation site*. These included bead* 
of gold silver, copper, brides different typo of semiprecious stones 
such us cirtieltan. jasper, agate. Onyx, serpentine, lapis teiuh, milky 
quarts amethyst. glass, terracotta, ;*nd bouft- Aaiiuftr-sbap™ 

terracotta bmd> are common from Kadambapui and POcHompad burials. 

The location and type of the Megallthic burials, depended upon 
the geological and g»g•aphtcalconditions They are invariably noticed 
over rocky High gounds unfit for cultivation and in close proximity 10 
hillocks o' an Irrigation tank. To some extent the needs of cultivation 
might hove dictated the situation or the burials but the availability of raw 
material for building such elaborate monuments might have been the 
mam inspiration In the Kanmnagas region, no habitation was found 
near some of the burial sites The burials at f-Urtukula near Suite, nnbad 
are siiuaied over the plains of red sand, silt which is fertile for dry 
farming At Kolakonda in Warjmgal district the cemetery is situated 
over the fertile plain* of red soil which is now under active cultivation, 
but is just 100 m. away from a rang! of hills, where plenty of raw 
material such as grimilc boulder* tmd slabs are available. 


Our knowledg: of the domestic urcUilecture of the Meg&Jithtc 
folk, i* limited to ihe evidence supplied by iltc excavations in a few 
habitation sites, In the Kartmnagur region we have the evidence* 
from the sites like Hcddabankur. Kolttkonda. Potokofab. Budigapalli, 
Ydwwiram and Pcddamarur in nay ‘of thew site*, no 
permanent structures were noticed At Peddabankur, excavated

bv the .unitor a number of elliptical structures exposed in the lowest 
strata arc dcfimiely assignable to the Mvgalith'C period, in view of the 
associated characteristic finds, such as pottery. bead* and other object:*. 
The recently conducted excavation by the author at Rddamarur. revealed 
a Jew poSt’hole- in the strata assignable to the Mepalithie phase. U is 
really interesting i<r note that, though plenty or shale slab was available 
ut Pcddamaran there is no evidence -»r its use for habitation; i structures. 

The geological factor hn* a. definite bearing on the sepulchral 
architecture of the Megalithic folk. Ihc Megaliths were mviiriahty built 
of the locally available stone When latent* or dolcrite was not available 
for ihc erection of boulder circles they mode use of whoever was locally 
available, melt as odttglorfterate boulders Or sonu’limes the shale sbh, 
horizontally piled up min a circle around the buntil In the latent it 
regions they carved underground cells for burying their dead. When 
any kind of suitable stone Wto no I available they nU'de use uf terracotta 
urns. The entire burial site nt Tenncru in iltr Krishna district con i'icd 
of only sarcophagi hu rials rn I he shape of Hath tubs. 

The mairi bas^of their economy was agriculture supplemented by 
hunting and domestication of animals. Va intis scholars have opined 
that ihe MeguJithiefolk were responsible for ihc introdUniton of advanced 
methods of agriculture based on irrigation. Most ■»( the burial sites 
art situated in the proximity of large irrigat icuuil tanks a . at Budignjuilly, 
Tomtr, Kanukulu, Kadambapur. PoWtatldu, Rajagopahtpct. Ranuiiu- 
patla and Kethrcdtlypalli. ft appears that rice and ragi served a* their 
staple food Tliis wav supplemented by domestication of u variety of 
animals such as sheep, goat, swine, fowl, and cattle. The food habit' 
of thcMegulithie folk- at f’edJa&nnkur dcmonslruicd that cattle formed u 
considerable pint of their diet The dog. wolf, hyena and Horse were 
known to them. Their knowledge of horse and it* utility are well attested. 

The artistic sense of the Mcgdilhic people is well displayed in 
many of Hie rock paintings The paintings at Bmli&pdlli consist of 
horses with riders. In the painting* noticed at Rcgondtt, two little men 
ride a disproportionately bg horse. The paintings also eomiSlcd of 
indents, bisecting acirdcbdow fNandipndhJ.ftnd simple tridents without 
circle*. Several such tridents, bisecting circles below, were indented on 
ihe onbusiuto of some Mcgliltftic cist burial* ut Oiagitur. 

We urc at a loss to know the idigious hdiefs and objects of worshtp 
during the MegaKihic period. Some scholar* have suggested that the 
occurrence of trident or Insula which is uivtirittbl) aviOciated with Siva 
and other deities might have some religious connection. In the rock 
brusmgs it M udumala. there h u figure of the Mother Godded with outs 
stretched hand* and leg*. This figure associated with ibe above mentioned 
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trident, bfeecrfl® a circle. maybe 5 cult figure and m all likelihood 
it n The arch-type -.r the Moth* Goddesifigurine*.in terracotta. npiiced 
m the SaWdhWBi and later levels. The orientation oftlit buriah. other 
in l he norih-souili direct ion or >» llie CHMrttt direct kin, may be un

Anthropometric studies or the skeletal remains rromthe Mega! it hie 
burials reveal that some of them belonged io the autochthonous Austra¬ 
loid type and more or Its* medium statu red Mesocmnial type which it 
designated as Styiho-Iranian The studies of the skdelui remains 

from Yclcswuram have revealed that they corresponded to trechy-waoiai 
groups. The Tennent skulls were identified by Bhowmik as Britdty- 
crantal There h also an clement of Dolicho-Cmnial group 

Mortimer Wheeler suggested that the Megalith ic culture could be 
dated between 200 li e to circa SO a.d. He arrived ai t his date range 
in View nf the Stone axe culture overlapping the earliest Mcgalithic 
level and the terminal dale was fitted by the commence me tit of Andhra 
Culture dated on the basis of Roman amiquilies. Fortunately, now we 
hive a series of radio-carbon dates from various sites, Hallur ffive the 
earliest dale as 1105 b.c ± 105and the latest being of Haliagali which 
gave HO h-c Tlie Mcgpliihic habitation at Takplghat was dated to 
597 nx 1 This was tbt date obtained from, the middle horizon The 
llrti phase of occupation of the earliest Megrltihic horizon may still be 
pushed back by about a century or more, assigning it to circa 8th - 7th 
century ».C 

And in the other regions, the early historical period succeeded the 
Megalithic. The whole of Karimtuigar region ts dotted with a number 
of early historical sites It is really tantalizing why the early historical 
sues are conceal ruled so thickly in the Karimougar region. Ti is likely 
that the politic*! nucleus of the whole or a part of the Deccan must have 
been situated in the region; alternately it might have been on mine rci ally 
very important and the ancient caravan routes traversed the region. 
Lastly, agriculture being the main neuupat ion of the people, and the area 
marked by the exteijsive tracts of arable and alluvial black soil plains, the 
people must have preferred the rcgioiL Some important curly historical 
»ites are noticed at Paddabankui. DhuLlkatia, Chinaabankur. Vemomr, 
kapparaopeta. Koli lingula, Kachapur, Bodagutta, Uompalli, Rachapalli. 
Paniichintalapalli. Khadiiu Kaimgarthi, Katnamaniidi. Bodhan, 
Vadloor. kolakonda. Polttkouda. etc. The sites may be mainly divided 
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into two categories viz, the fortified and the unfortified. The early 
historical mound ar Dhulikatta is enclosed by a mud rampart Four 
gateways were traced at the four cardinal points The excavation, 
conducted by the author at the southern gateway, revealed the guard - 
room 1 ? prct.ieed by a gatehouse The guard-rooms comprised two 

rectangular halls with a middle pathway, which is U.40 m broad. The 

gatehouse which prefaced the guard-rooms constitute a broad gateway 
outside and ambush mehes on cither side in ilic middle. The facade 
of the gateway must have had one or mote storeys, with terraced roof, 
railings and pillars. The mud ramparts with the present height of 5 m! 
was constructed of earth dug cut or the outside 

At kotiii rig-da, sit uated at the confluence of the Peddavtlgu and 
ihe Godavari, is an early historical mound enclosed by a mud fortification, 
fhe mound is roughly 50 hectares m extent, probably the most extensive 
SO tar discovered in ihe fcanmnagar region* The present town of flodhan 
in the Nizamibad district is anoihci extensive early historical site to 
an extent of about J *q. km Some writers believed that it was ones 
the capital or Asmafca country, known as Petali or Podnna. 

At Vadloor in the Kamaredtiy taluk of Nizamabad district is 
another site surrounded by u mud fortification to a height of 6 to 9 m. 

The villages of the early Historical period wore marked oul by 
l hr natural boundaries such av forests, thickets, rivulets, hills, etc. The 
settlement at Pcddah&nkur wav a village site with no ramparts around. 
The excavatiuu .conducted by the author under the auspices oft he Depart¬ 
ment of Archaeology and Museums, revealed three huge brick enclosures, 
two of them measuring 30x30 m. and the third one measured 1B.75x 
18.75 m The enclosures appear like small castles and have only a single 
gateway eithei in the north-easi or nurth-west corner. These were 
evidently occupied by the wealthy individual families. 

The roads and their planning formed one of the most important 
aspect oi the town planning. 1 he roml through the southern gateway at 
Dhulikatta was paved with rubble and veneered with morrum and sand. 
This might he the method or constructing the roads in other towns os 
well. The important commercial towns and village were possibly 
connected by a network of roads. The region was actually traversed 
by the ancient trade and pilgrim routes (Mrrtutvaftapiilhul leading from 
north to south and cast to west. Probably, it was considered essential to 
have hills and mountains surrounding the townships to serve as natural 
barrier' to obstruct the enemy fotets from attacking them and also add 
lo the effect of the landscape. Fori iricalion was needed when the towns 
or tin: villages are built on plains, After the towns have been planned, 
the roads, both highway and the central ones together with Malm' 
rnthyas. Uparnthyus, haw breo planned out. 
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TUB PROTO AND EARLY HISTORICAL CULTURES OP A.P, 

Die excavation in the middle or the mud rempan at Dhulikaiia 
revealed a palace com nlcx and residential quarter* which have seen severs 
phases of construction. The plan of the main building, really of the 
3rd phase, may resemble that of a quadrangular building known as cfcuu- 
mto, with font rectangular lull* on four sides and a centra! nurtgjttd 
opening to the *ky, This phase was characterised by spacious ha s with 
floors paved with brick, multi-storeyed buildings, granaries, wells and 
drains connected to a network of sewage. The granaries were constr ucted 
of brick la the shape of an inverted pyramid, taper in* toward* the base. 
The brick* were laid in receding layer* so that one can easily get down 
to the floor. The buildings of the fourth phase were plastered with imc 
and burnished to smooth surface. Die most notable feature is the lime 
concrete-paved floors. 

Whatever water was used by the householders had been drawn 
from wells, constructed of br ick and occasionally terracotta rings. Pedda* 
haiikur excavation revealed a* many as 22 wells, Of these on j a 4in & 
well was Lined with terracotta rings with square bi ick casing, enclosing 
the ring-, at the top course. U was noticed that the semicircular flat¬ 
bed bricks (bog-bucks}, with a height of aba at 30 cm,, were kept over 
the top courts ot >oine of the welts at the spot, where from water was 
drawn, possibly allowing water slip cither inside or outside the well, 
miligating the damage to the bnck-ltdinj. 

Brick cisterns or troughs formal invariably the essentia! feature of 
the civic life. Maimuch cisterns noticed ut Peddabankur wow construc¬ 
ted of well-burnt brick. Some of these had doors rammed with momim 
over which it was paved with brick to prevent percolation. 

None of the sites excavated gave us any evidence or the temples 
of ihe Brabmaoical origin. Bui the excavation at Dhulikatra revealed a 
Buddhist stupa. The stupa consisted of a brick drum standing to 
a Height of 2 m. over a single layer of rubble basement The mda or 
the dome rises over ihc garbha to a height of S m. and mown wii 
a harmika and chhatra. The lowest brick course of the ividn above 
the drum slightly projects and then a tayci of morrum to a thickaevs ot 
36 cm. was laid over the first course. The second course of brie * ove 
the mot-nun was arranged in headers, and stretchers. Hie gar ^ id ° 1 * 
stupa was decorated with 47 carved ayaka slabs. On one ot l “* 
the Muchtlindft Naga, protecting Lord Buddha, who was symbol-salty 
represented by 'he rest, was exquisitely delineated. 

i\noiltcr Buddhist seiilcrocat, more extensive than Dhulikaiia. was 
situated on the top of a Hat bilinear the village Pfaamgin id the Jangoan 
taluk of Warsngal district. There are ruins of more than 30 stupas, most 
of which arc circular in plan and raised over rectangular stone basement. 
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As the establishment was raised over The hill the constructions were 
supported by buttresses in the shape of hoses in order to prevent 
erosion. 

Guiulabunda, 5 km. cast of PhanigM, is another Buddhist 
settlement wFiicb is situated near n huge tank A t rial excavation by the 
Department of Archaeology and Museums revealed the existence of a 
stttpn. a vihara complex and aclxaitya. The construction of the stupa 
indicated two phases wilii marked variation in plan and execution. A 
totally ruined Buddhist stupa was noticed at another village by name 
Tirumalagirj in the Jangoan taluk. The entire area which was hallowed 
by the presence of Buddhist stupa i* now occupied by hutments. 

The early historical settlers in the Karinmugar region had attained 
jl very high degree of civilisation having fortified towns, palatial buildings, 
sewage, well hjid-OUt rood- and -i good water iiipplj. Their economic 
life was a combination of agriculture; animal husbandry, hunting and 
Mom of ilv -> .ms and villages tverc raised in the middle of 
arable plains. The clearing operalton^ of the jungle-, for making ihe lund 
suitable for 'he cultivation were carried out with the help of flat of iron, 
hatted to wooden handles, In the tnwt stages socketed axes, colts arrived 
on the scene. Sickles, round in large rnimbci ■ in Ihe excavations were 
used for harvesting. We a ho recovered u good number of plough-shares. 
The extensive live of oxen in the agricultural operations for heavy

animal* The hunted animals included dccr. pig. Turtle and u large 
variety of birds. 

The carpenter played an important role in the economic life of 
the people. The village dwellers included the carpenter, the potter, 
blacksmith, barber, and washerman. 

The knowledge of iron smelling and forging was known from the 
beginning nrthc 1st millanmum u.C- Iron ore was round and smelted ax 
Warangnl, Konauunudrum. Dindurthi, Rcnitfipalli. Erannapalli, Tella- 
kunta, elc. The method Of smelting consisted of laying several alternate 
courses of charcoal and iron ore ami daubing the enure pile thickly with 
day to prevent heat from escaping the kiln, which was circular m pJun.and 
must have been provided wilh passages for the intake of an, escape of 
gases and out lets for molten iron. The collected molten iron was cooled off 
by immersing into water and I hen hammered out for removal of charcoal, 
The method of mnnu fad tiring steel, practiced in flic Karimniigar region, 
was to cut oui blocks of iron into small cubes. These small cubes were 
put in she crucibles of various sires. The fire wait then kept up with dried 
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branches of leak. hamboa and green leaves of various species. It was 
allowed to subside and when the crucible was opened iv cake of great 
hardness wav found weighing hair a pound or more than the original cube 
placed in the crucible. One such crucible found at Dhulikuuais made of 
iron and measured 15 cm. in diameter. 

There is a vast assemblage of iron objects from ( he early historical 
Sites pur lieu Italy from Peddabankul and Dhulikatto. These included 
weapons of war and chase ;uch as spear-head v lance-herds. spikes, and 
arrow-heads. The agricultural implements included sickles plough- 
shares, spade*. c!c. Tlic tools of the blacksmith are the bellows, sledge¬ 
hammer. axe anp tongs. The carpenter'* fools included axes, adzes, 
chisels, drill*, saw-blades, nails, rivets, staples, etc, Them is a w ile 
variety of domestic implemc its such as choppers, knives, razors, forks, 
lamps, ladles, domestic trowels, keys, ferrules, styiii, untimony rods, 
balancing rod-, etc. The copper objects included mainly antimony 
rods, -civi.ig needles, tooth-picks, ear dinners, finger rings, bangles, 
amulet, cur spools, spoons and aiyii'-ed palms, jew el boxes, copper rattles, 
etc. The lead object * ai - bauds, bungles and spools. The-v is alst; 
a good numbei of hone, shell and horn objects. Among the hum objects 
ate many arrowheads, mainly of two varieties!: one type ■> pointed at one 
end and the other end is facetted while the other type is pointed at 
both the endi. Among the bone objects are many game-dice. 

Read making was a very prosperou’. industry during the early 
historical period, fit- common precious and M&ni-preclous stones 
used for bends arc camclian. again, bunded agate. garnet, blond stone 1 , 
beryl jasper, amethyst.quartz-crystal, lapis lazuli. b;srdesglnss icrracotla 
and shell. 

Like architecture. the sculptural art also reached a very high deg¬ 
ree of perfection. The Buddhist stupa at Dhulikutta is decorated with 
4? carved ayaka slabs. Some of them display a five hooded Muchilinds 
Nugii. The Nag a slab was Hanked by two ladies funding with floral 
offerings. The tallies are profusely decorated with cubical ear ornaments, 
stamped with beautiful lotus medallions, the profuse hair made into 
side-knots, broad necklaces td several strands, broad waist bells with a 
middle band of lugged tabloid bends, and beaded wristlets. 

Besides the solemn religious scenes, the panel-, also display some 
spectacular themes where a man holds the tail of a fleeing tiget 

Hte excavations have yielded a large number or terracotta figurines 
of both human beings and animals. The collection also included some 
hand-made archaic figurines Among the female figurines are Mother 
Codcbssev wish fiend shown as a prominent mass with it round halo ul 
the buck and I he breasts, hands, and legs painted. Among the figures 
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mu ds of double mourns, there are three types Mother Goddesses, Orie 
is shown wnh ngi-stretched hands and arms lifted, The second type is 
made of kaolin, and holds n bunch of fruit* in her right hand while the 
left Hand is simply rest mg on the thigh. A patrol, perching on the right 
arm is nudging at the breast of the Goddess with its bill In the third 
type the Goddess hold* her prominent breasts with her Hands from below. 

There are three terracotta seats inscribed in Brahmi, two button 
seals of which one is made of ivory and the oilier of garnti One terra¬ 
cotta seal in sc; ibid in Brahmi as 'Malta Tatovartua VajasomUcax 
5uh/t£r' A beautiful horse was stamped In the middle of the inscription. 
The other teal is inscribed with the legend ’Vifaya para hara front 
ramsa. Tile ivory still i* inscribed with the legend Aj&ti Sir ho Game 
Kwmylyif. The girnet veal, probably the earliest of all. inscribed 
with the legend ‘Kq \ta Sa on an ovoid bend 

Poitcry Terms the most essential need of the daily life of the common 
people, Tlte entire range of pottery recovered from the early historical 
site* is mostly wheel-made. Broadly, the pottery can be classified into 
utilitarian and ritualistic. The utilitarian types include storage jare, 
smaller storage jars, water pots, camatcd bowk lid-cum-bowls, deep 
bowl (.dishes, globular vessels, straight or concave-sided bowls, spherical 
bowls. Iota?), pyriform wine vessels, lamps, ring-stands, finiak etc. Among 
the ritualistic wares i?n globular vase .tamped with thrntna nr narutipOifa 
symbol. Some 01 the dishes haw whim-painted spiralled design on the 
base of the interior. In the intervening space bet ween the spirals thereare 
white painted dots of different sizes, a pedes tailed cup, decorated with 
bands of vertical and oblique lutes, might have been used as censer of 
offering dand. Some pots are decorated with various designs such as 
chevrons, inside marginal bands of vertical notches, oblique notches 
above hnriKonta! bands, circles enclosing endless triangles, creepers 
emanating from circles, lotus cnctoscd in serrated circle, tree, symbols 
below con centric circles, six pclalled lotuses, twelve petal led lotuses, etc. 

Many potsherds are scratched with graffiti mart* such as arrow, 
inclining train git-, plough, Brahmi 'MA‘ or the [citrine symbol, fish, 
circle endowing a cross, bow and arrow. 

Coinage became universal during the early historical periods. 
Even the MohascnsiIhipaiiS and the SfaltarathsS were issuing coins in 
their name beside* i tie coins of the imperial dynasty, I’cddabiuikur 
excavation yielded two hoards of silver punch-marked corns, cne consist¬ 
ing of J 68 coin* and the other of 30, The coins are broadly divided into 
the rectangular and round. Among the rectangular type, there are two 
variations; clipped and undipped Among the round types are found 
the rounded and ovoid varieties. The weights of most of the coins range 
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between 3J2 to 2.4 gr, im s A potm com with a big nwurfta symbol in 
the middle, with the legend of Muhaifetm oti I lie ohvivic and im arrow and 
thunderbolt ii> a dolled cirdc on lijo rdVOfse-, Es noticed at I'eddabAnkur 
from ihc ftratum earlier than that or the Sutavahanas.

such ns kaittiukakridd or game of bull, hide-and-seek, run-aud-catch and 
the hop-sketch 

Tlie evidences are not explicit r eg tiding the burial practices Of the 
people during the early historical period, There aie two possibilities 
rtr. they might have carried their dead bodies 10 flu off places for the 
dirpcvsaJ at a common burial ground or might have cremated their dead 
bodie* ?o that even a semblance of the human remains has not remained. 
Even ihs chaired hones were collected fo: immersion in the waters of 
the rivet it. An etiemive cremation ground of the Iksbvaku period ai 
Nagarjunakouda i* a convincing proof that the people had forgot tea 
Mqptilhism long buck, Some of the «*a>uifAom 6 ar cieotod at the 
bumiagghat suggest ths beginning of the cull of too-*tones.
